Again at 1:10 p.m. the 
alarm sounded, calling 11 
regular Firefighters to a car 
fire at 509 Woodland.

This was Fire 
Suppresisen call No. 57 and 
a total for Suppression and 
Prevention of 12i calls for 
the year. 

Again at 12:36 Friday af¬ 
ternoon the alarm sounded 
calling 12 regular Fire - 
fighters and one reserve 
into action to the home of 
Virginia Downing at 506 W. 
Grandview. 

Engine 424 responded and 
arrived at the scene in one 
minute and fifty-six sec¬ 
onds, Engine 423 responded 
two minutes later to find a 
small grass fire in the CLor- 
,ner of the lot. The fire was 
quickly extinguished by the 
booster line of 424. TVuck 
421 and 422 were also at 
the scene. 

Chief Charles Brown de¬ 
termined that the fire start¬ 
ed from an unknown source 
or from cigarette and 
matches as evidence of a 
previous attempt was found.

’The reduction In total 
bouts with colds could 
range from 10 to 20 per 
cent, in some seasons at 
least, the results indicated. 

Weather is usually far 
fore important in the inci¬ 
dence of colds in most sea¬ 
sons of the year, hut air 
pollution definitely contri¬ 
butes, researchers from the 
University of Washington 
School of Medicine in Seat¬ 
tle reported Monday to the 
American Public Health As¬ 
sociation. 

For three years, this team 
studied the incidence of 
common colds in an area on 
the east side of Los Angeles 
correlating the findings with 
weather data and data from 
special air pollution moni¬ 
toring equipment installed 
in the area.

If things keep on like they are, politicians seeking 
public office or attempting to stay in office after having 
once been elei.'tcd may have to find some new issues to 
secure the favor of the voting public. Poverty and public 
welfare have been political mainstays for a generation, but 
evidence is mounting that the productive and job creating 
power of the U.S. economic system is so great that poverty 
is becoming a fading problem in this country. At the pre¬ 
sent time, $3,335 a year for a nonfarm family of four is 
the poverty line established by the federal government. 
The last ten years have seen some dramatic changes. In 
1959, 39 million people or 22 per cent of the population 
had incomes below the poverty line. By 1967, those in 
the poverty category had declined to 26 million — 13 
per cent of the total population. 

The political appeal of the dole is fading to be re¬ 
placed by public support for policies of government that 
create greater incentives for the education, training and 
employment of the disadvantaged by investor-owned busi¬ 
ness and industry. Nothing can have greater significance 
for the future freedom of the United States.

The 88 line that was 
designed to serve UCLA and Westwood from the San 
Fernando Valley has been extended to serve the Los 
Angeles Airport from Van Nuys. For the many thousands 
of people who now use the airport and the additional 
thousands who will use it in the future, this line should 
be a must.
